It is fairly definitely believed that a corps headquerters and 
the 16th and 30th Divs, probably the “th G+5 Mtz Rifle Div and the 30th 
Gds siecz Div, are stationed in Chernyakovek, As the 16th Gus Rifle Div 
was subordinate to the XXXVI Gds Rifle Corps of the Hleventh Gds Arny at 
the end of the war and employed in the Kaliningrad area, it is possible 
that the 16th Gds Ite Rifle Div was still assipned to this corps head~ 
quarters in Chernyakovsk in the fall of 1918. The 30th Gds ‘ee: Div nay 
have been formed from the 8th Gds Airborne Div, one of whose wartive regi~ 


was subordinate to the Lleventh Gis Army during the war, it is believed 
that this army headquartors is not locate’ in Tiga, as has been as2uned
